U SERS OF McKENZIE AVENUE, and more par¬ 
ticularly of that section which crosses the Pa¬ 
tricia Bay Highway—sometime* known at the Doug¬ 
las Street extension—will applaud the announcement 
of Reeve Hugh Curtis of Saanich that an agreement 
haa been reached with the highway* department to 
instal “a proper” traffic light at this troublesome 
and dangerous intersection. 

As motorists *re well aware, till* light flashes 
yellow at north and southbound traffic on the high¬ 
way and red at the east-west flow on McKenzie. 
Even at normal times It is most inconvenient for the 
McKenalt Avenue traffic. 

Now, presumably, we are to have a signal which 
will halt the Patricia Bay Highway stream and allow 
frustrated cross-traffic to move from time to time. 

While they are at it, the authorities might take 
another look at the traffic lights at Royal Oak Avenue 
and the Patricia Bay Highway. An “advanced” green 
light for northbound cars on the highway would allow 
them to make a left-hand turn on to the West Saanich 
Road at this point while southbound traffic is halted 
briefly by a "delayed” green. 

This is an awkward junction during rush hours, 
and particularly when ferry traffic is streaming 
towards the city.

For long nothing more than a vast, sparsely 
inhabited desert wasteland, the Spanish Sahara has 
become the focal point of an intense though muted 
International power struggle threatening the tenu- 
ous peace of North Africa. 

For year* the 105,448 square miles of arid rock and 
drifting aand were considered of no real value to anyone— 
including Spain—except as a colonial pres tig# symbol and a 
sand lot far conditioning Spain’s tough foreign legion. 

Today It Is the centre of UN debates. North African 
power polities, Spain’s oolonial dilemma, and intense competi¬ 
tion by some of the United States' largest corporations seek- * a 

in* to tap immense riches lying under the sands. 

At stake la an area with some of the world's richest 
phosphate deposits, capable of supplying much of the fertil- Im India 
izer needed to boost agriculture in the faee of Increasing 
food demands in many parts of the globe. 

Eight U.S. firms have expressed interest, either to¬ 
gether or Individually, to develop the desert wealth with 
the Spanish government-owned mining company, Empress 
Naclonal Miners del Sahara. 

The development coats are estimated at 1140,000,000.

day night at Israel Academy of 
Science and Humanitiet.

Dr. Leakey ata'ted teat while 
the chimpanzee M man’s cou¬ 


sin In blood groups and other 
factor*. the human race did not 
descend from the >[« in i way 
accepted in the past. 


Ijeakey told a pres* confer¬ 
ence In Nairobi last week that 
the remains unearthed at Ru- 
sings Island In Lake Victoria 
date back 20,000,000 years or 
more. He said he aeea In them 
bone fragments Of proto-man. 
“by ter and away the oldest 
known representatives of the 


stock which eventually gave 
rise to man.” 

'Ihu* Ijeakey disputed an ac¬ 
cepted scientific view that man 
developed from the baboon 
from 3,000,000 to 5,000.000 years 
ago. 

“Thera was no sudden rush of 
BvaJutUn team Mm ape to man 
in a mer* 5.000,000 years,*’ he 
said. “Remains were found 
proving that apes, 20,000,000 to 
25,000 years ago, were de¬ 
veloping in the direction in 
iwhich apes are still today. But 


at that time, proto-man, our an¬ 
cestor, already existed.” 

Because the proto-man was 
found in Kenya, Leakey gave 
him the name Kenya-Pithecui 
Africanus.

Leakey showed photographs 
to the audience of antelope 
bones which ha said were 
cracked 20,000,000 years ago In 
a way that proved near-man 
hunted and at* meat.

"This kind of belief is not to 
be confused with blind devotion 
or a kind of religion, any more 
than we believe In our govern¬ 
ment as we would In a religion. 

"And I am sure none of you 
would confuse our present gov¬ 
ernment with a relifdon!" 

* * * 

Mr. Trueman said the UN 
made mistakes, K was a human 
failing. At times it was labelled 
a "detiattog aorirtyi” or “a 
peace palace,” but that It had 
also moved boldly in times of 
crisis. 

"I also know that 21 times in 
Its 21-year history, UN action 
has prevented the escalation of 
armed conflict. Some of these 
conflicts could have erupted into 
a Third World War." 

The speaker said that since 
the end of die war fie UN had 
re-settled 40 million homeless 
r efu ge e s. 

"I know that the UN 
booated world trade, bufinen 
oosnmurfeattons and fcwvet. and 
einee die war has helped to 
spread a new Mod ct morality 
one which decrees that “srop" I 
and "nigger" are poor wcrtii 
with which to describe feUcw hu- i 
man beings. The UN has made a 
concentrated effort to solve the 
world food problem, and insti¬ 
tuted the nuclear teat-ban 
treaty." 

Mr. Trueman pointed out that 
to the crop year 1*54-65, crops 
had failed to increase, but world i 
population had increased by 70 
million people. A challenge for 
the UN.

"We are something of s 
puzzle to the new African and 
Asian nations since we profess 
to be an objective middle power 
on the side of peace, but we are i 
card-carrying members of the' 
U.S. oold war establishment and 
pay dues to NORAD and 
NATO." 

“Oa our warst days than, wa 
slmaltaneoualy annoy tba 
Americans, arouse Russian 
and Chinese susplrloaa, sad 
leave tba neutrals to a state of 
utter confusion, 

“Perhaps the beat thing 
shoal as Is that we are so ob¬ 
viously Ingenious. We couldn't 
get ourselves Into aach hope- 
lean binds If wa wore stick op¬ 
era torn." 

On the credit aide, Mr. 
Trueman said the UN was 


aware that Canadians were the 
moat experienced and skilful at 
peace-keeping, and what with 
164 outbreaks of violence in the 
last eight years, we were 
needed. 

Canadians were the only 
aallon to have taken part la 
each peacekeeping eiiris. 
Forty-thousand Canadian 
troops had aerveU to *e UN 
force aad oar ootdiera were re¬ 
garded aa the mote adaptible 
aad sUifnl to the world. 

Another point for the Cana¬ 
dians was that, "Canadians 
have no special hatreds and no 
one especially hates us. We are 
tolerated by everyone and de¬ 
spite our wealth, we are ntf a 
fearsome power symbol. We 
haven't enormous investments 
In developing countries so no 
jealousies hang over us. Our 
two languages further enhance 
us.” 

Mr. Trueman felt Canadians 
were also in a unique position to 
stop the spread of nuclear, 
weapons. 

"We don’t have a bomb 
although we could have built 
one long ago. It's a telling 

argument."

possible to buy them in knockdown 
form, with the wood already sawn and 
ready for nailing together. Personally. I 
put the aid? pieces on wrth screws 
rather lhan nails, for it Ls easier to 
remove a side when digging out the 
plants, and in this way they come out 
with less root disturbance. 

Another wet weather job is the 
making up of plant labels. At one time I 
used to whittle my own, but nowadays 
they are ao cheap to buy, it isn’t 
worthwhile making them. I buy flat 
wooden labels by the hundred - they 
cost only about a cent apiece this way 
— and soak them for 24 ho*fn in the 
copper sulphate solution to keep them 
bom rotting In the ground. When they 
are dry, I use an old rag to smear a 
little flat white paint on the upper 
portion of the label, where the plan's 
name will be written. This provides an 
excellent writing surface. 


This applies also to the other 
motorized garden Implements — rotary 
cultivators, edgers, electric hedge 
shears and the kike. The shops that do 
these overhauls will welcome the work 
now. during slack times. 

Half the garden and hedging shears 
in the country are dul and don't cut 
properly, and I have seen many a pair 
of pruning secateurs which were little 
better than a pair of pljers, crushing 
the wood instead of cutting elemnly. 
These toouid be tightened up and 
sharpened In a shop specializing in this 
work — this is precision work, not for 
the home handyman.

Rough spots fat 
the handles should be sanded down and 
rubbed with linseed oil. 

Washing and scrubbing flower pots hi 
a beast of a job and terribly time- 
consuming, but it it better to get It out 
of the way now than to wait until the 
outdoor garden is crying for attention. 


If you send your lawn mower out to 
be sharpened and adjusted in March or 
April, you’ll be kicky If you get It back 
within a month, for everybody gets the 
same Idea when spring weather arrives, 
and the shops are clogged with work.

Arms Sales Vital

OTTAWA — Canadas col- 
] e c i l v e security agreements 
with the United States would be 
threatened If this nation stopped 
selling armaments to the Amer¬ 
icans, Prime Minister Pearson 
told a committee of university 
professors Tuesday. 


He hinted that If Canada tried 
to change the terms of the 
defence contracts made 10 
years ago, the Americans could 
respond by scrapping the joint 
aecurity arrangements- between 
the two countries. 

He was replying to a submis¬ 
sion by three representatives of 
i the University of Toronto's 
faculty committee on Vietnam.

The university professor, met 
with Mr. Pearson and External 
Affairs Minister Martin for 35 
minutes.

Credit in Peril 
Fulton Warns 


TORONTO (CP)—Davie Ful¬ 
ton, former Conservative jus¬ 
tice minister, said Tuesday 
night that Canada's entire credit 
system tall be endangered un¬ 
less the federal government ex¬ 
ercises authority over near- 
banks. 

He said the revised Bank Act 
now before Parliament should 
be broadened to provide for 
uniform federal inspection and 
regulation of banks and trust, 
finance and loan companies. 

In a speech to the Toronto 
Junior Board of Trade, Mr. Ful¬ 
ton, MP for Kamloops, said
